Voluuteer troops to the nuinborof 75 
and 12 cavulrjmoii of tliu Keiua bat- 
talion set out from the village of Cala- 
bazar, in Havana province, and at the 
farm of Lage they were attacked by 5oo 
inaorgente, nnder Oaatillo and Delgado. 
In repelling the attack the troops canaed 
the UMorgents a loss of 100. Spanish 
forces from Arroyo Narengo then rein- 
forced the volnnteen, compelling the 
insurgents to retreat. They left 11 
killed on the field. The troops report 
that they safTered a loss of 81 killed and 
five wounded. It is reported that both 
of the iiiBuigeut leaders were woand- 
ed, OuBCillo seriooily and Delgado 
slifirlitly.

closed until further notice on .iccount of 
the alarming spread of diphtheria, five 
new coses of which have developed since 
Satnrday. All the honsea where oases 
have developed hare been strictly quar- 
antined and a utmiber of patrolmen are 
guarding them. 

The Sunday schools of the city were 
all closed Sunday and will remain closed 
until the diphtheria epulemic abates. 
All i)ublic >;atlierinpH where children 
are admitted have been stnctlj- prohib 
ited and the meetings of the Salvation 
Army, which attract pi'oplc from the 
infected districts, will be oicl. rcd dis- 
coQtuued. The present situation gives 
cum tat t he gravest alarm.

El HAriR-ON-THii-Nii.K, Sept. 22.— 
The following official details of the cap* 
tore Ot Doog^, the derriah stronghold, 
have been obtained. The gunboats en- 
gaged in the capture of Dongola were 
the Tamai, commanded by Kiugemoiit, 
after Naval Commander Colvillc was 
wounded; Aboulcs, cciiumanded by 
Beatty, and Matemmeh, commanded by 
01dfi(rid. Thejr anived here late in the 
afternoon. Commander Beatty, who 
assumed command at three guns, re- 
ports as followi: 

"WearriTed at DongoUt early in tho 
morning aad made f aat to the east bank. 
By thii time Oolville was able to re* 
Bume command, and the operations 
against Dongola began with bombard- 
ing it at 800 yards range. We immedi- 
ately peroeired that Dongola was not 
defended, and a force was landed, 
which captured a quantity of treaanre, 
all the dervish booka and alw men 
grain-laden boats. 

"I was now able to see the effect of 
the dervish fire on the gunboats. The 
Metemmeh was struck by one shell 
which injured her gun-flttings and her 
boiler, breaking the s.afety valve. The 
dervishes' ritio fire was csROUtially good. 

' The woiidon parts of the upper 
decks were simply riddled and the sides 
of all the gunboat! showed hundreds of 
hits." 

Beatty received a buil t through his 
helmet and Armorer iiichardbon was 
wounded In the body. Ho has since 

died. 

< Ml lioard the Tamai five men were 
wounded, on the Abouklcr six men 
were wounded and one man WUS wound- 
ed on the Matemmeh. 

C iumander Oolville Is reooreriug 

rapidly. 

At the time WadBishara was wound- 
ed he had gust receiviMl a letter from the 
Kliahtia. and ordered out of his tent 
everybody except the messenger wlio 
had "brcjught it and t\v<i blacks. Shortly 
afterward a shot from one of the gun- 
boats burst in, killing the mes-<enger 
and the two blacks and wounding the 
dervish leader in the chest and heail. 

The main body of Anglo-Egyptians 
under Sir Herbert Kitchiu r, Started for 
Dongola on Mond.ay night. 

It is leported that Wad Bisliara, the 
commander of the dervi.- h foiies, has 
reached the vicinity uf Dongola on his 
retreat from this place, and is propoiing 
to oppose, the Egyptian advance. 

Wad Bishara's wounds are severe but 
not mortal. 

The dervish troops are deserting in 
large numbers to the Egyntians. 

Queen Victoria has telegraphed her 
congratulations to Sir Herbert Kitch- 
ener, the su'tJar of the expedition. 

Major .lackson's battalion has found 
in the desert an enormous quantity of 
ammunition, including a number of 
boxes of Nordoufeld ammunition, whic h 
are known to have belonged to Hieks 
Pasha's ill.fated force, which was an- 
nihilated in the interior of the Soudun 
in the former war with the Malidi.

They visited the residence of 
Huntsman, who was mMNrtsd to have 
been White Capped. Tne house is a 
frightful wreck and the f uuily of four 
have fied from the neighborhood. Tho 
floors and walls of tho house are spat- 
tered with blood iu great quantities anil 
evidences of a fearful struggle are ap 
parent. 

Huntsman was regarded as a bad 
man, and had been suspected of much 
mischief in the neighborhood. His boy 
took a man's pocketbook, containing 
|80, in the Holland i)Ostottice, and car- 
ried it home to his father. He was fol- 
lowed home by the owner of the purse. 
Father and son denied all knowledge of 
it, although the boy subsequently aa 
mitted the theft. 

The next night tho family was 
whipped nearly to death, and chase i 
into tne woods with orders to leave tiie 
( < luntnr at onoe. The man and boy 
\\ ere badly injured. Where they have 
gone no one knows. 

Sunday ni(^t a man named Peters 
was stonMd, bound home from Toledo, 
and aeoused of having been to Toledo 
and told the story to the sheriff. He 
denied the charga, out was pulled from 
his buggy and unmerafnlly whipped.

Co.NSTANTixoHi.E, Sept. 23. — The porte 
has received an official report, stating 
that 600 persons were killed in the re> 
cent distnibances at Egnin, in the Dia- 
bekir district of Armenia. The Kurds 
attacked the Armenian (juarter of the 
town, pillaged and burned the houses 
and killed as many of the inhabitants 
as they could find. Ntmibers of the 
Armenians succeeded in making their 
esoape to the mountains. 

The town of Efniin purchased im- 
munity from invasion by the Kurds in 
1895, and the i)eopie were not molested 
at that time, though massaores ooourred 
on all sides. 

The report says it is feared that mas- 
sacres will soon take place in other dis- 
tricts of .Vnatiilia. 

ENFORCING REFORMS.

London, Sept. 22.— The St. James 
Gazette publishes a dispatch from 
Milan, Italy, stating that The Secolo of 
that city nays that when the Italian fly- 
ing sijuadron reaches the Levant, a de- 
laatiil will be made upon tlie Turkish 
gi ivei iiincnt for immecliate n forms in 
Armenia, and that this demand will be 
supporti'd by the United States and 
Ureat Britain. 

The Milan journal also states that if 
Abdul Hamid refuses to acoeie to the 
rei^ucst, he will be deposed.

LoxDON, Sept. 24.— The Constanti-

residence of the sultan, is surronndeii 
by his niaje-ty's own troops. .Many of 
these have bec()me notoriously <lisiiiyal 
since the sultan intrnduced into Clon- 
Btantinople the llamidich cavalry, 
which is CDiiipnsed of notorious Kurdish 
thieves uud assassins.

n.\UlMSHfi{(>, Sept. 2!. — (loviTiior 
Hastings last night signed a pardon foi 
John Kardsley, former city treasurer of 
Philadelphia, who, on July 2, 1801, wat 
sentenced to 15 years in the oaster.i 
I)eiiitentiary for nu-uppnjiiriating over 
a half million iloU.-us of ( iry uikI state 
moneys, while occuiiym^ n'tieKil p i- 
sition. Tho governor (.rives no reason 
for his action, although it is t.'iought hi.s 
decision was hastened by tlio foot that 
Bardsley was stricken with paralysis of 
the left side ou Thursday l^ut. 

The tlnancial panic of tho summer of 
IbUl, which wrought Bardsley's down- 
fall, was one of the worst this city has 
ever suffered. It began with the sud- 
den collapse of the Keystone bank and 
the fliglit of its president, Gideon W. 
Marsh, who is stiU a fugitive from jus- 
tice. The Spring Garden bank was tho 
next to close its doors, and the Kennedy 
brothers, its president and cashier, wore 
sent to prison for 10 years. Casiiier 
Lawrence of the Keystone was given 
seven years, and was pardoned about 
two mouths ago by President Cleve- 
land. In thaie two banks Bardsley had 
deposited hundreds of thousands of 
state and city funds nnder an arrange- 
ment by which, it was charged, he and 
the officers named reaped personal 
profit. Unfortunate stock speculations 
primarily caused Bardsley's ruin, al- 
though it has been repeate.lly urged that 
he was little more than a scapegoat for 
worse sinners. 

He n signed from his office on May 
21, IMU, and tho financial crash fol- 
lowed. The Bradford Mills company, 
a big concern of whieli he was an o:ii- 
cer, wi'iit to till' wall) the two banks 
went with It ami -o did u loTge number 

of smaller institutions. 

Bardsley was promptly arrested, with 
the others of tiiose involved who coul.l 
be caught, and on July 2 the sentence 
was muiosed. 

An examinatiou by a committee se- 
lected from both branches of councils 
finally succwMlod in straightening out, 
so far as was p issible, the tangled skein 
resulting from tho i)et'ulations. 

The agitation for Blrd.^ley's p.irdon 
has been going on for a con.^iderable 
time at the instigation of proiniiient 
citi/^eiis who believed that Bardsley was 
more sinned against th.ui sinning. The 
prini'ipal plea jiresenteri in favor of th'> 
ji.inlou was that of the prisoner's failing 
iie.ilth, and there was abundant medical 
tt >tiniony brought before the bo.ird of 
pardons to [irove that he is practu-ally 
in a state of collapse, and if continued 
in coiiliuement could live l)ut a brief 
time. The board recommended tho 
granting of the pardon about two weeks 
ago.

The Kinperor of China'* Letter I'renenteil 
to tho Vroeldeut by U Huns Cliang:. 

WASHUtaTOM, Sept. 22.— The personal 
letter from the Emperor of China to 

President Cleveland which formed the 
creditntials of Li Uung Chang has been 
placed on exiiibition in thO library of 
the department of state. 

Tho letter is written on a scroll of 
lemon colored parchment paper about 
five feet in length by a foot and one- 
half in width, a portion being in ancient 
Chinese and part in modern Chinese 
with the royal red seal and emperor's 
autograph iu the center. The envelope 
is unique, being a groat space of yellow 
satin embroidered in gold and silver 
and with exquisite workmanship with 
five large Chinese double dragons con- 
veniant^ arranged.

At the leipiest of Sluritf Newman 
( lovernor Mclutyre ordered out the en- 
tire militia force of the state to quiet 
the riot. 

It is charged that tho lawlessness was 
due to a mob of strikers, principally 
trom the Coeur d'Aleiie, who have long 
bi ell breeding trouble in Leadville. ami 
who, seeing that the strike was Hearing 
an end, were determined to make a final 
stroke. This assertion is largely made 
by the pt-aceable miners of the camp. 

The miners wi're organized recently 
by the Western Federation of Miners, 
and almost every mineworio-r w.;-- m 
the union when their demands were 
made. The miners ask a day for all 
cl.i.^ses of workmen, including surface 
and underground men. The emjiloyers 
declareii that they were willing to con- 
tinue paying the wages which had pre- 
vailed in Leadville to that time. Under 
that scale surface workers were paid 
only lfa.60, and pratticolly the only 
change the union proposes is the ad- 
vance of the wages of this class of men 
to $8. The mineowners have refused to 
listen to any proix>sitiou. They insist 
the governor, the courts and the news- 
papers are with the miners, and Ic 
would be impossible for them to man- 
ago their own property if they made 
any concessions. 

A largely attended meeting of repre* 
Eoutative citizens was held yesterday 
afternoon. Thehr proceedings were se- 
cret, but it is understood stringent 
measures were decided upon. Two 
companies ot state militia from Pueblo 
and Cripple Creek arrived at 4:80 iu the 
afternoon and are now on duty. 

The damage at the Coronado by the 
burning of the oil tanks, boiler hotue 
and machinery is now estimated at #35,* 
0(X), on which is |I2,oU0 insurance. The 
houses burned were Talued at $8,000. 
with no insurance. 

Despite the presence of troops and the 
unusual quietness of the streets there is 
a very imeaay feeling prevalent, it 
being asserted that there are uOO Win- 
chester rifles in the liands of the strikers, 
whose repeated threats against the mili- 
tary are recalled with ahum. It is tho 
general belief, however, that there will 
be no further trouble unless the uum* 
ugers begin importing miners.

McKlNLEY SOPHISTRY. 

In his speech to the farmers of Knox 
County, Ohio, Major McKinley dwelt on 
the increase of imports to show that the 
people of this country are l)uyint{ coods 
ttbroatl. The articles he referred to par- 
ticalarly were wool and bay. 

" It has been demonstrated by the 
nianufarturerp, time and again," says 
the St. Louis Republic "that the im- 
ported wools do not come in competition 
with the domestic wools, but mast be 
mixed with the domestii s for the manu- 
facture of carpets and other articles, and 
in reality enlarge the market for home 

wools. 

"It is hardly necessary to point out the 
absurdity of Major McKinley's argament 

that an increase of iini)nrts is an evidence 
of loss to the nation imjmrting them. 
■'<uch chaff has long been winnowed out 
of intelliirent minds. It is equivalent to 
saying that a man who has increased his 
store of wealth by trading what he did 
not want for what was of value to him 
has lost money. 

"But why did not Major McKinley take 
up the question of imports under the 
Wilson law as compared with exports 
nnder the McKinlt-y law " Kxjiorts offer 
a direct test of the iuHuence ot the tariff 
on the market for American goods. 

"I'nder the McKiiiloy law the exports 
of American manufactured articles ranged 
from $161,000,000 to 5158,000.000. But 
under the (Wilson' law which McKinley 
denounces as a ilestroyer of business the 
exports of these articles have risen to 
$228,000,000. In other words, the Ameri- 
can manufacturers have sold abroad 
under the present tariff law about ?7(\- 
000,000, or 25 per cent., more than they 
did under the McKinley law. 

"Does not this great increase of sales of 
American goods represent so much in- 
crease of opportunities for remunerative 
labor to American woikingmen which 
were not enjoyed under the trade killing 
inflaence of McKinleyism ?"
